For examination purposes, LACI is the lipoprotein associated coagulation inhibitor which forms an 
inactive complex of tissue factor, factor VII, factor X and phospholipid (Broze et al. PNAS 84: 1 886-1 890, 
1 987; 1 449, #23), as set forth on page 1 2, lines 1 -4 of the instant specification.
